Otto J. Fuchs, builder, will convert the manor house on 
the old Ashton property at Lancaster Ave. and Morris Rd., 
Wynnewood, into a ten-family apartment house, it was dis- 
closed this week. 

Fuchs recently bought the house, together with six acres 
of ground, from the real estate firm of Thomas & Groshon. 
He appeared Monday night at-f 



a meeting of the board of direc 
tors of the Wynnewood Civic As- 
sociation held at the home of 
James Schwartz, the president, on 
Ballytore Rd., to discuss his pro- 
ject. 

Neighbors Okay Place 

He presented to the association 
a statement, signed by three 
Wynnewood residents whose pro- 
perties are near the proposed 
apartment site, that they would 
not oppose his plan. The sign- 
ers were E. W. Nicholson, of E. 
Lancaster Ave.; Gideon Boericke, 
also of E. Lancaster Ave., and 
William Carlisle Ferguson, of 
1200 Remington Rd. 

Fuchs sa,id he believed the 30- 
room house will accomodate ap- 
proximately ten families and that 
the maintenance of six acres of 
ground around it will preserve the 
original high residential standards 
of the neighborhood. 

Association Approves 

The Civic Association agreed 
after hearing Fuchs' plan, not to 
oppose his petition to the Lower 
Merion Board of Adjustment for 
a change in the property's zon- 
ing classification. The petition 
will be presented to the board at 
its April 25 meeting. The present 
zoning prohibits multiple dwell- 
i ings. 

The site bought by Fuchs is 
part of the original 47-acre Ash- 
ton property which is bounded by 
E. Lancaster Ave., Morris Rd. and 
Roslyn Lane and extends to with- 
in 25R feet of Cotswold Lane. The 
entire property was bought by 
Thomas & Groshon in 1945 for 
Warren Moss and Indian Creek 
Farms, Inc., for building develop- 
ment. 

The manor house itself and its 
immediate surrounding grounds 
presented a problem, however, in 
the overall plan because Wynne- 
wood residents have protested the 
depreciation of property values 
which they felt would follow the 
erection of medium-priced homes 
there. 

No Outward Change 

Under Fuchs* plan, the old 
manor house will remain outward- 
ly the same, the conversion af- 
fecting only the interior. Fuchs 
did the same sort of conversion 
job on the Atwater Kent house 
and grounds at 1319 and 1301 E. 
Montgomery Ave., Wynnewood, 
across from All Saints Church. 

The Ashton property was deed- 
ed to Mary L. H. Ashton in 1911. 
At that time, the tract did not 
include the 16 acres bordering on 
Morris Rd. This was added to the 
holding in 1930 by Dr. Thomas G. 
Ashton. Dr. Ashton, a director of 
the Baldwin Locomotive Company, 
died in 1933. Mrs. Ashton died in 
1943. and the property was sold 
two years later by her heirs.

2. The new Government re- 
strictions on building; which 
were imposed to conserve labor 
and materials for veterans' 
housing. 

3. The scarcity of building 
materials. 

Bert G. Simpson, chairman of 
the commission, presented the re- 
port. 

It was prepared following a 
special meeting of the commission 
on Friday which was called in re- 
sponse to repeated Council re- 
quests for building plans. 

The League's Position 

Asked by Council some time ago 
to prepare plans for a proposed 
memorial, the Commission drew 
up tentative plans for additions to 
the present Community Building 
which included enlarging the li- 
brary, locker room and kitchen fa- 
cilities, a basketball court, auditor- 
ium and meeting rooms for the 
local American Legion, and other
